THE RUG It LEWIS LETTER. 
Tho Madison Democrat and the Fond 


du Lac Journal have published what 
purports to bo correspondence between 
General Bragg and Captain Hugh Lewis1

tho republicans got Lewis drunk, and 
while in that condition (ho \vas induced 
to sign the letter which was afterwards 
widely published and which attracted 
much attention. As to the mental con- 
dition of Captain Lbwis at the time the 
noted letter was published, the Gazette 
desires to place in evidence a few lines 
from tho State Journal which throws 
some light on the matter: 


The Bracg-Lawis letters alleged to 


have been published in the Foud du 
Lao Journal of this morning are quite 
likely a brace of jirrant forgeries. But 
assuming them to bo genuine, tho State 
Journal desires to state that if Hugh 
Lewis was ever sober in his life, it was 
when he concocted his lettars o' recan- 
tation and had them published in these 
columns. ..Fully a week before the let- 
ter was offered by him at this office for 
publication, he conferred with several 
persons ooncerning it, and it .was cur- 
rent on the streets that he bad entirely 
repudiated liquor, and that such a letter 
wae in preparation by him. During that 
week ho is known to havo been absolute- 
ly sober. When—in person and alone, 
—ho brought the letter to this office 
and earnestly requested its publication, 
he was surely as sober as a life-long 
prohibitionist; he conversed with the ed- 
itors iu an entirely rational manner con- 
cerning it, and spoke as an intelligent 
man religiously convinced of political 
error, and desirous of making tardy 
amends for heresy. Tho manuscript was 
apparently that of Lewie himself, tha 
editors only making the customary edito- 
rial improvements in punctuation and 
grammar. -During the fortnight succeed- 
.ng publication, one or more of the edi- 
tors of tho State Journal saw and con- 
versed with Lewis almost daily. He re- 
mained as sober as a water-tank, and 
talked intelligently and cheerfully about 
his political reform. He expressed grat- 
ified surprise at the wide publication 
given to his letter and said that he had 
received from ten to fifteen newspapers 
per day, with marked editorials referring 
to the 
case. He 
declaimed bitterly 


against some of the democratic loaders, 
and seid he was proud to be now enrolled 
iu the opposition, 


This shows that Captain Lewis was 


sober at the time ho published his re- 
nunciation and had beon-for some timo_ 
Probably tbe matter stands in this way— 
when sober and in his right mind, Lewis 
feels like being a republican; but when
